The awards were presented 
by Matthew A. Kuhta. a mem­ 
ber of the grand sweepstakes 
committee for the Greater Los 
Angeles Safety Contest, follow­ 
ing the Torrance works' win­ 
ning both at the 14th annual 
holding of the competition.

The U. S. Steel plant took 
first place In the steel mill di­ 
vision of the metals section 
category for the ninth straight 
year of the 10 years this cate­ 
gory has existed.

* •

FOR THE SECOND straight 
year, the Torrance works re­ 
ceived a plaque as one of the 
top five sweepstakes finalists 
of the 749 companies entering 
from throughout Southern Cal­ 
ifornia. Approximately 740,000 
employes worked more than a 
billion manhours for the com 
peting firms.

Judging was based on safety 
performances of 1062 of firms 
ranging from heavy industry 
to commercial establishments.

The two new plaques take 
their place with another major 
safety award received by the 
Torrance works in 1962. For 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1962, the plant was awarded 
first place in Group C of the 
National Safety Contest by 
winning out over 42 steel mills 
in the same category.

BIGGEST boost to local col-
